Whether this he so or not. the prospects are 
by no means encouraging: anil it is to he 
hoped that such a supply of cotton from In- 
dia and other sources will be forthcoming as 
may mitigate, to some extent, the evils of a 
cotton famine, with which we are threatened 
down | by the unfortunate political state of America. 
The present excited slate of the cotton mar- 
ket need not, therefore, be a matter of sur- 
prise, lor the whole amount of American cot- 
ton in this port, and known to be on the way 
here, is only equal to twenty-three week*' 
supply at the presenteslimated requirements 
for consumption and export, whilst the quan- 
tity oi East India cotton is 200,000 bales, 
against 05,000 hales at the same time last 
year. — Liverpool Post, May 4.

(he most loyal, unanimous, and enthusiastic 
gathering that has ever been collected to- 
gether at one place in the Colony before, to 
carry out a laudable pj.rjjO.se; The enlire 
sympathies of the people of all classes and 
nationalities aro will) the volunteers.

Chinese Immigration. 
A considerable mirnlier of Chinamen have 
comedown from Briti.sli Columbia with tho 
design of leaving the country. We have 
heard it inlimated that their principal reason 
for leaving was tho hostility of the while 
miners. We cannot vouch for tho truth of 
this report. But if such bo the caso, some 
interference should take place. Noqueslion 
exists but that Chinamen are not tho most 
desirable population. Nevertheless, if they 
pay their mining licence like others, il 
would he very unjust not to allow them 
equal privileges in the mines. Beside-, it 
would be very impolitic on our part with our 
sparse population to tolerate a species of 
terrorism, thai would drive thern from the 
country. We have plenty or room for many 
thousands of Chinamen. And notwithstand- 
ing they may not bring their wives with 
them to settle permanently in the country, 
nor build school-houses, chinches, or ac- 
quire our language', but continue to live and 
work among themselves, yet there can be 
rri> 'shadow of doubt bui their industry en- 
ables them to add very largely to our revc- 
nuts and our circulating medium. 

Suit Yourselves. — If every volunteer, 
in easting his vote for a commanding officer 
on Wednesday night, will remember that if 
he suits himself everybody will be suited, 
we think he will act wisely. The attempts 
of conceited " old sogers" and meddlesome 
quill-drivers to dictate the proper men for 
officers, are as lauglia'bfe as they are pre- 
sumpiuoiis, and should not he allowed to bear 
a feathers weight for or against the claims 
of any candidate. Let each man exercise 
his right to vole without regard to outside 
influences, anil we may expect that good 
men will be chosen.
